TO CALL SESSION' EAULIIJK. 


No question of importance developed 


at the confcTpneu. 
While ,'in extraordi- 


nary session of congress next fall is as- 
sured, it has not been determined defi- 
nitely whether it will be called to meet 
in October or November. It has been 
supposed 'tbat1 the1 extraordinary session 
would convene on Monday. Nov. r>, but 
the indications now are that it,will, be 
called for an enrlk'r date, perhaps sev- 
cral'weeks earlier. 


The primary purpose of the extraordi- 


nary session will be to enact legislation 
making operative the Cuban reciprocity 
treaty but financial legislation also will 
be pressed upon the attention of con- 
gress soon after it convenes. 


TO'DRAFT BEST MEASURE. 


It can be said that the senate linnnce 


committee will draft no measure for- 
mally .ind conclusively 
until consulta- 


tions have been held with other members 
of the senate—Democrats as well .as Ke- 
publicans—with members of the house 
ond with the best authorities on finance 
in the country. It is the desire of the 
committee, 'to be constantly in 
touch 


.with the president, with other senators, 
with members of the house, with bank- 
ers of the west as well as those of the 
east, and with country bankers as well 
is city bankers, so that some plan of 
legislation may be formed by the open- 
ing of the extraordinary session of con- 
gress. It is the hope of the committee 
to devise a. genuinely elastic currency 
system—a, system 
that 
will 
expand 


•when necessity shall arise and contract 
when the necessity shall have ceiu-ied to 
exist. 


TO HAVE BILL READY. 


Senator Aldrich. when interviewed by 


an Associated Press reporter with refer- 
ence to Hie visit of the senators to the 
president -said:

Warwick. R. I., talked with the. presi- 
dent 'about financial conditions and the 
need of legislative changes. Xo bill has

SALOXICA, Aug. 13,—It is reported 


that Bulgarian insurgents have massa- 
cred the inhabitants of the large Tur- 
kish village of Kcnati, near Monastir 
Only twenty escaped. 


The civil and military authorities at 


Salonica wired to Constantinople August 
11, stating a general insurrection was 
expected for August 14 and disclaiming 
all responsibility unless they were rein- 
forced. 
Constantinople replied, ordering 


the enrollment immediately of 2,000 ex- 
clusively Mussulman gendarmes for ser- 
vice ii: Salonica. 
The insurgent banner 


wos unfurled August: 10 at Knosko near 
Gicvgvcli, showing 'that the insurrection 
is spreading eastward. 


According to the latest advices from 


Monaslir. dated August 10. the Bulgar- 
ians are elated at the death of the Rus- 
sian consul, M. Ros'tkovski. 


Four thousand troops are bombarding 


Krushevo, which is in the, hunds of the 
insurgents, and the Bulgarians in the 
Krushevo .and Kcka districts arc suffer- 
ing severely. 


Insurgent bands frequently visit Kas- 


toria. A big fight is proceeding at Dia- 
vat,- near Mouastir. Trusworlhy infor- 
mation from Ciiegnni in the district of 
Fiorina says the Turks have decided to 
murder the Austrian consul. 


Great excitement and anxiety 
pre- 


vails at Mona-tir owing to the threaten- 
ing attitude of the Turkish soldiers. 
It 


is stated that the French nml Italian 
consuls are in danger of their lives. 


Fighting is proceeding at Mitrovilza, 


Saloniea and Soroviteh.

of a pension, gave readily 
to 


Mitchell, some of them turning over the 
Divings of years. Last week Mitchell 
left, saying he wa-s going to see Hanna. 
One negro, 1'. 31. Wilson, who had given 
$50, grew suspicious and wrote Senator 
Hanna, 
Wilson has received a letter 


from the senator denouncing Mitchell as 
-i fraud and warned Ihc negroes not to 
trust him. It is estimated that Mitch- 
el secured $6,000 during his campaign 
of duplicity.

direction of Labor Commissioner Erick- 
son to secure strict enforcement of the 
child labor law. Seemingly these manu- 
facturers iu several 'towns did not expect 
that when the law was placed on the 
statute books that it would be carefully 
enforced, and they now wax indignant 
if an affidavit which is presented by 
•them as a protection to a child in their 
employ is questioned. 


The factory inspectors who are making 


the investigation are paying no atten- 
tion to the protests emd where manu- 
facturers insist in employing children 
after being warned -they are under the 
legal age, arrests o! factory owners are 
following. 
As a result warrants have 


been sworn out for many, manufacturers 
in many cities and more are to follow. 


In Racine the law is certainly obeyed 


as strictly as possible. It is known that 
over 200 children, bave been 
removed 


from different factories and that Judges 
Heck aad Smieding have been called 
upon to issue several hundred permits. 
There has been only one arrest made 
here and that was not the fault of the 
gentleman, arrested. The father of the 
boy represented to him that he had 
called upon a judge for a permit and 
that the judge said it would be issued 
the following day.. His arrest followed 
for permitting the boy -to work v.ithout 
the permit.. 


The inspectors report that in all cities 


where 'they are working a, large number 
of children under age are being with- 
drawn from the factories and reports 
which are being sent in to the labor bur- 
eau indicate statements made before the 
legislature last winter "that 7,000 chil- 
dren under the legal age were working 
in the factories of Wisconsin, were opt 
overdrawn. 


The inspectors arc of the opinion that 


the new law is a great improvement over 
the old statute and that a. rigid enforce- 
ment of thejaw will greatly reduce the 
illegal employment of children in Wis- 
consin.

Brooklyn Divine. Declares Lynch-v 


ere Are Plain, Brutal, 


Savage Murderers. 


CHATITAUQUA-,-'N. Y., lug.' 12.-^ 


Rev. Dr. Dean Richmond Babbitt rector 
of the 'church of the Epipiiany, Brook: 
lyn, answered John Temple Graves of 
Georgia in an address today at the,'Chau- 
tauqua assembly on lynchings and mobs 
from an Americaa .Standpoint. Dr. Bab- 
bitt's address was the chief one of today 
on mobs. He contrasted the view of 
lynching justified by Mr. Graves, with 
•what he called the "more general and 
the better view of the American nation," 
and slowed the prevalence and increas- 
ing violence of ;the mob' spirit, its .ten- 
dency to leap the color line and to lynch 
for' minor offenses than, rape- and ~mur-; 
der. 
He dwelt upon the psychology of 


the mob and gave the Wilmington lynch- 
ing of the negro White as tj'pical and 
denounced the officials who refused to 
protect any prisoner of any color or for 
any crime.- He paid a tribu'te to 'oVder 
and law as represented in Gov. Durbin 
and Gov. Yates of Indiana and Illinois,

Roosevelt in his recent letter on lynch- 
ing. 
Lynchers, the

SCORE 


LOSE LIVES 


Underground Railway Castastro- 


phe in Paris, Victims Being 


Suffocated or Cremated. 


Terror Stricken Passengers Plunge 
Through 


Tunnel But Dense Smoke and Flames 


Overcome Them—Survivors Push 


Through Struggling Mass. 


PARIS, Aug. 11.—Eighty-four bodies 


have been recovered and the dead list 
probably will exceed one hundred in the 
underground railroad disaster which oc- 
curred here last night. 


The accident, which occurred on the 


Metropolitan 
Electric railway assumed 


the proportions of an awful catastrophe 
during the early hours 'today when mure 
than four score bodies'of the burned and 
.suffocated victims were removed 
from 


the subterranean passage. The 
work 


continues and indications ,ire thiifc the 
death list will, perhaps; exceed five score. 


The scenes ml the moivth of tho tunnel 


.where the victims wore brought forth 
were of the most heart reniJin^ descrip- 
tion, crowds of weeping men, women and 
children struggling forward in an effort 
to recognize iheir missing relatives and 
friends. 
Most of the victims arc from 


the middle atid working classes a; the 
trains were carrying them home from 
their work. 


Although the accident occurred at 8 


o'clock last evening 'the 
officials 
and 


firemen were unable, until 
early 
this 


morning to descend into the tunnel ow- 
ing to the Minding clouds of smoke from 
the burning train. Frequent 
attempts 


•were made by heroic volunteers whom 
it was necessary to rescue half suffocated 
victims and carry them to the hospitals. 


SEES GREWSOME SPECTACLE. 
At ten minutes after 
three 
o'clock 


Sergeant Ahrens, wearing a respirator, 
succeeded in making' the descent. He 
remained seven minutes and brought the 
first information to th« effect that corp- 
ses were strewn oil about the roadway 
of tho tunnel. 
Then he collapsed and 


•was taken 
to 
the hospital. 
Twenty 


minutes later firemen forced their way 
down through flic tunnel station at Men- 
ilinonbint and returned soon afterward 
with seven bodies, two men two young 
boys and three women. These persons 
had been asphyxiated, as their positions 
showed they hod'been groping through 
the smoke -that filled the tunnel seeking 
a way to escape, when they were over- 
come. 


The work of bringing up bodies went 


on steadily after that, under tte per- 
sona! direction of Prefect of PoliHf Le- 
pine. who summoned a large reserve 
force to hold ba.ck the surging crowd 
including the relatives of the victims. 


LOOK FOR ABSEN'T ONES. 


Tjong lines of ambulances were brought 


into requisition and the bodies were car- 
ried to the morgue and the nearby mili- 
tary 
barracks. 
After 
daylight 
the 


crowds at the entrance of the tunnel in- 
creased to enormous proportions, oblig- 
ing the police to form a solid cordon 
through which were admitted only those 
seeking to identify their relatives among 
the victims. The failure of many men, 
women and children -to-return home dur- 
ing the night gave ninny the first news 
of the catastrophe. Fathers and mothers 
eame hurrying to the mouths of the 
tunnel trying to find the absent ones. 


MANY CORPSES TOGETHER. 


At the second 
descent the firemen 


found a great number of bodies massed 
near the ticket office of the station where 
many evidently were overcome while 
seeking tickets. They had 
been 
sur- 


prised by the columns of smoke and had 
sought to run back up the stone stair- 
way leading to the street. A struggle 
had ensued and some escaped but the 
others hod been trampled on. One wom- 
an had fled within the ticket office where 
her body was found. The ticket seller, 
herself, succeeded in escaping. 


BURNING TRAIN WITHIN. 


At the station of'Les Choronnes the 


same scene of death 
and despair 
had 


been enacted. 
The 
accident occurred 


mitlwny between the stations of JJenil- 
montant and Les Charonnes so that the 
work of salvage proceeded from both 
ends of the tunnel. In addition to the 
blinding ?mokc the-tunnel belched forth 
a terrific heat rs one of the trains was 
slowly burning within. 


The Qremen succeeded 
in 
-throwing 


several streams of water in the direction 
of the wreck while some firemen and mil- 
itary engineers at great hazard pushed 
on inside the tunnel. They brought out 
two bodies and »oon afterwards throe 
more. 
Tho latter were laborers who 


had also succeeded in reaching 'tho exit 
when th«y were overcome and an!To:atctl. 


AWFUL DEATH STRUGGLE. 


Further on the firemen -stumbled' upon 


a terrible mass ofr bodies. Those were 
th« passengers Of the burned train. They 


had leaped from the coaches when the 
fire broke out- and groping through the 
suffocating clouds of smoke sought the 
exit at Les Cliaronnos station. 


But the tunnel makes a sharp turn 


near the scene of the disaster and there 
the entire mass of humanity apparently 
became 
tightly 
wedged. 
The panic 


which took place at this point within 
this dark subterranean 
passage must 


have been terrible. 


The corpses from this 
death 
angle 


soon swelled the list until at 6:50 a. m., 
Prefect Lepine placed the number of vic- 
tims at 
forty-five already recovered 


while the steady file of firemeo bringing 
up bodies continued. 


VICTIM'S VAIN EFFORTS. 


M. Lepine summoned a large force of 


doctors and municipal officials who sup- 
erintended the removal of the 
bodies. 


The number of corpses brough mi from 
the angle where the mass was ' vredged 
was so large that four and eight bodies 
were priced in each ambulance. Many 
had handkerchiefs 
stuffed 
in their 


mouths' they having evidently tried to 
keep out the asphyxiating smoke. 
The 


faces of the dead were red and congest- 
ed. Some women held 
thmr 
children 


•tightly in their nrms. As the firemen 
brought out the- bodies agonizing cries 
went up from women and children who 
recognized their dead husbands and 
fathers. The clothing of the victims indi- 
cated that they were almost entirely 
second class 
passengers. 
There 
were 


several first class coaches on the trains 
and it is believed that three occupants 
were also among the victims. The body 
of one of the women was handsomely 
dressed while those among the male vic- 
tims were evidently persons of impor- 
tance. About 7 a. m., the bodies of te7i 
women were brought out in a bunch. 
They had evidently been together in the 
female compartment and had thought to 
escape in company when they were over- 
come. The bodies of two little girls and 
three infants were found with 
them, 


clinging to -their mothers. 


BODIES TAKEN TO MORGUE. 


llnny poor people claimed the bodies 


of their children and relatives and tried 
to take them home but the police gently 
but firmly insisted in the bodies being 
taken 'to the morgue and barracks 
in 


order that the magnitude of the catas- 
trophes might be determined. 
At the 


Hotel De Ville, the president of the mu- 
nicipal council announced that the city 
of Paris would bear the entire expense 
of the funerals of the victims. 


By 8:30 a, m., the total of the bodies 


'lying at the morgue had reached forty 
and the total at the barracks of the mu- 
nicipal guard forty-four, making eighty- 
four altogether. 


At 9 o'clock the number of Bodies was 


•unofficially estimated at about 100. 


CAUSE OF ACCIDENT. 


The cause of the accident is engaging 


the attention of the 
officials. 
Several 


versions of the disaster are given, hut 
the main facts which have been establish- 
ed are the following: 


Train No. 43, which caused the acci- 


dent came from Porte Dauphine at the 
entrance to the Bois De Boulogne, in the 
western jMrt of Paris and passing under 
the Place De L'Etoilc circles in the nor- 
therly quarter of the city. In this north- 
ern quarter—o manufacturing section-— 
tho train picked up numbers of working- 
men, who, after their day's work were 
returning to their homes in the popu- 
lous eastern ArrondissemitS; of the city. 


In reaching the neighborhood of the 


cemetery of Pere La Chaise the electri- 
cal motor failed to act properly and the 
•train waited at the station of Les Char- 
onnes until the arrival of a'second train 
which pushed the crippled 'train forward, 
making a total of sixteen coaches. 


SMOKE IS DEATH KNELL. 


After proceeding about "200 yards to- 


wards Mcnilmontant station the damaged 
dynamo sot fire to the engine of the first 
train. 
Tlic fire burned fiercely raising 


quantities 
of 
smoke.. 'Simultaneously 


the electric lights went out on the trains 
leaving the nasisengers in. total darkness 
except for the light of the burning en- 
gine fur ahead. This impeded the pro- 
gress of the trains toward Menilmontant. 
The terror stricken passengers got out 
and tried 'to grope their way back/ The 
powerful e'lpctrfc current which contin- 
ued in the rails is believed to have stunn- 
ed or killed many. ' A number of the 
passengers managed to roach Les Char- 
onnes station but the main body of the 
passengers were overcome by the heat 
and smoko. 
I 


THIRD TRAIN CRASHES IN. 


A terrible panic occurred among them 


and the horror of the situation was in- 
creased by a third train crashing into 


the fiery mass and adding another crowd 
of panic stricken passengers to those 
seeking an outlet. The officials at the 
stations were the first toi.become aware 
of the disaster by the clouds 'of smoke 
rising from the tunnel and staggering ef- 
forts of a few of the stronger men and 
•two women who had been able to make 
their way through the 
dense 
smoke. 


Those who got out were-unable to give 
any information concerning the others 
left behind but they told.of stumbling 
over dead people all along the tracks. 
The' cars continued to burn until twenty 
were consumed. The burning 
debris 


gave forth a fierce heat which 
puffed 


out of the mouths of the stations of Les 
Charonnes and Menilmontant. 


TRAINMEN ESCAPE. 


Most of the trainmen escaped but the 


conductor of the train causing the acci- 
dent was seriously injured. The escape 
of the trainmen is attributed not 'to their 
lack of attention to the passengers but 
their superior knowledge of the subter- 
ranean passage which enabled them to 
hasten forward in spite of the obscurity. 
Several soldiers were among those who 
effected their escape. They were slight- 
ly injured, however, and were taken to 
a hospital. Two women who escaped 
were partly asphyxiated. 
' 


A number of heroic incidents occurred. 


One of the employes of the road nearly 
lost his life in seeking to make his way 
through the smoke to aid the victims 
and is now in the hospital. 


Prefect Lepine himself took his life in 


his hands by entering the tunnel n.nd 
proceeding a. considerable distance until 
the smoke drove him back. 


PARIS IN DEEP GRIEF. 


The catastrophe has caused intense ex- 


citement throughout the city, even the 
Humbert trial being forgotten 
in 'the 


widespread feeling of horror and grief. 
At noon, CoL Meaux St. Marc on behalf 
of President Lonbefc visited the morgue 
and Premier Combes went to tho scene 
of the disaster. SI. Hurteaux, procurer 
of the public, and Judge Jolliot, of the 
Seine Tribunal, have proceeded to Les 
Charonnes station to open a judicial in- 
vestigation into the affair. 


The chief station master at Les Char- 


onnos. M. Didicr, has given a graphic de- 
scription of the events preceding the ac- 
cident. He says he saw the fiaues run- 
ning along the gear of the cars when 
the first train passed through the station 
and called out to the engineer to stop 
saying there 'was not 'time to reach the 
next station, but the engineer declared 
he had ample time and proceeded. A few 
minutes later a long blue llamc flashed 
through the tunnel followed by a violent 
detonation. Looking into the mouth of 
the tunnel, M. Diclicr could see flashes 
from the burning cars. 


Great masses of smoke -began to pour 


out, preventing the officials from enter- 
ing the 
tunnel. Men struggled 
out 


through the smoke. 
Scrennis could be 


heard in the distance amid the crackling 
of the fire. 


MAD RUSH TO ESCAPE. 


Eugene Olliver, one of the few surviv- 


ers described the terrible panic which oc- 
curred in the darkness. 
The people he 


says rushed and fought with one an- 
other,, madly, seeking to get away. Ho 
was sick but nerved to desperation by 
the situation managed to get through 
the struggling mass.- As he went he 
passed over the bodies of those who had 
fallen exhausted but it was impossible 
to render them aid. 
^ 


POORER CLASS THE VICTIMS. 
The names and occupations of the vic- 


tims gave pathetic evidence of their hum- 
ble condition. The names a,re character- 
istic of the French working classes and 
occupants are given as painter, mason, 
plumber, tailor, seamstress, 
locksmith, 


etc. 


Outside of the working men 
about 


every third mime is that of a woman. 
Pitiful scenes were enacted at the mor- 
gue throughout tho day as the relatives 
gathered seeking to identify the bodies, 
which were arranged in long lines on 
white marble slabs. 


The clothing of many of the victims 


is torn, showing the fierceness of 
the 


struggle. 


21 INJURED IN MISSOURI. 


KANSAS CITY, 
Mo., Aug. 11.—A 


special to the Star from Sedalia., Mo., 
says: 


The north bound Misouri, Kansas & 


Texas flyer train No. 6, due here at 
12:45 o'clock this morning, was derailed 
and ditched two jriiles north of Schell 
City, Vernon cou?ity, at 11:30 o'clock 
last night. Two passengers were ser- 
iously 
injured and 
seventeen 
others 


slightly injured, but no one was killed. 
Spreading rails caused the rear trucks of 
the engine to leave the track and the 
seven 
coaches were all derailed and 


ditched. 


Physicians left here last night and 


every possibla attention was given th'e 
injured. 


Tho postal car, combination mail cat 


and a chair 'car were badly splintered, 
while three others were derailed. The 
engine with the first car of th train 
plowed about 
one hundred 
nnd fifty 


yards before it was stopped, tearing up 
the track. The train 
was well filled 


with passengers, twenty-one of whom 
were injured.

POPE TO X HAS 


FAINTING SPELL 


Eesnlt oi Over-Exertion of Past 


Few Days TeUs While Cele- 


brating Mass. 


LIES UNCONSCIOUS FOB 


BRIEF SPACE OF TIME 


Succumbs to Vitiatetl Air of Pauline 


Chapel After Undergoing Severe 


Strain 
of 
Coronation 


Ceremonies. 


ROME, Aug. 11.—Two weeks have 


elapsed since the election of Pius X, and 
lie has been already overcome by the 
unaccustomed strain 
of his 
pontifical 


duty. This morning he fainted while at 
mass. His collapse is considered to be 
due to' heart weakness aggravated by 
fatigue. It constitutes the first victory 
of liis entourage who insisted that he 
should take the change from his prev- 
ious life less strenuously. 
Even though 


he disappointed some people they urged 
him not to concede an audience to all 
comers and to render himself less accessi- 
ble. Dr. Lapponi supported this view 
and recommended the pope to take a 
complete rest. The doctor has ordered 
all audiences postponed. 


The pope, however, cannot understand 


the necessity of sparing himself and said 
to Dr. Lapponi: 


(T am stronger than Pope Leo, why 


should not I do what he did?" 


It was explained to him that Leo, 


when elected began by taking a fort- 
night's perfect rest, and thereafter grad- 
ually trained himself to his new duties. 
Jloreover Leo's splendid constitution did 
not need exercise in the fresh air, which 
an ordinary healthy man does. 


At noon Pope Pius was reported to be 


almost restored to his normal condition, 
but Was keeping his room, as he feels 
occasionally a slight palpitation of the 
heart. 


The pope ardently wished to receive 


today the Austrian ambassador who was 
to present his credentials, but he was 
persuaded to renounce his intention not 
only in this case but with regard to all 
the audiences 'which were iixcd for to- 
morrow. 


FAINTS, BUT SOOX REVIVES. 
ROME, Aug. 11, 11:15 a. m.—Pope 


Pius X had a fainting fit this morning 
while celebrating 
mass. His 
holiness 


soon reviA'ed. 


• • The pope has been overexerting him'- 
self to such an extent that his natural- 
ly strong constitution was unable to 
hear the strain put on it by the corona- 
tion ceremonies. Such has been the ef- 
fect upon his nerves that he has been 
unable to sleep for whole nights, while 
numerous receptions yesterday made 
matters worse. La.it night Ills holiness 
was very much agitated, still he insisted 
upon admitting this morning to hear his 
mnss all Venetians ivho had journeyed 
tc Rome purposely to attend the coron- 
ation. They numbered about 300 when 
the mass began in the Pauline chapel 
find the air was vitiated, with the tem- 
perature above 90 degrees. 


Pope Pius was seen to grow paler and 


paler, finally throwing out his 
hands 


as though seeking support. He would 
have fallen had not Monsignor Bres.-an, 
his private chaplain been quick to catch 
him. 
It is impossible to describe the 


confusion nud alarm among the worship- 
pers while the popo lay motionless and 
*fcoconscious, with his eyes closed. 


Fortunately 
among 
the Venetians 


present was Dr. Davenezia, who, for nine 
years, has been the pope's 
attending 


physician at Venice, but had been called 
only once during that time to treat a 
sore throat. Davenezia gave the pontiff 
immediate assistance, while the messen- 
gers telephoned Dr. Lapponi. The lat- 
ter rushed to the Vatican bm; did not ar- 
rive until after the pope had been restor- 
ed to consciousness and taken to his 
own apartment. 


SIGNS OF ILLXES3 SEEN. 


The pope had already given the com- 


munion to 200 people when he began to 
feel ill. Those about him soon, perceived 
that he was not himself by his nervous- 
ness and impatience, which showed it- 
self when his attendant handed him his 
spectacles. He pushed them aside and 
drew 
another pair from 
his pocket. 


When another attendant tried to tie the 
ribbons of his robes behind him he told 
hj^^to stop and did it himself, a most 
unusual occurrence with him. The con- 
sternation of the Venetians when they 
saw him faint was great and they rend- 
ered matters worse by crowding around 
him. 
Mgr. Bisliti however kept iiis pres- 


ence of mind and ordered the Swiss 
guard to clear a apace about the pontili. 
Smelling salts were brought hastily and 
had the dcaired eilect. 


DETERMINED TO WALK. 


When able to speak again, the pope 


aslcod for a few drops of water which 
wore given him, and water \iu§ sprtnklod 
on Ms face. His gown was oponed at the 
neck as he seemed to be choking. Ho 
refused resolutely, however, to be car- 
ried to his. apartments, saying that he 
was sufficiently 
strong to walk. The 
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way thither was cleared and he proceed- 
ed slowly, surrounded by his anxious en- 
tourage, his head bent almost on his 
shoulder and so pale that the flesh was 
scarcely distinguishable from his robes. 
The neck of his gown still remained 
open. 


It was a solemn moment when the 


pontiff 
passed through the midst of 


kneeling Venetians without having the 
strength to give them hLs benediction. 
Deep silence accentuated tho impressive- 
nest- of the scene. As he went out of 
sight through the Raphael Loggia tears 
fell from the cheeks of several of the 
pilgrims and one could not refrain from 
crying out: 
"Take care of yourself, 


your holiness for our sakes, who love 
you so much, as well as for your own." 


The pope after taking some medicine 


to calm bis heart and nerves, was able 
to lunch, afterwards 
taking a sleep, 


which lasted two hours and' a half. On 
awakening he felt much benefited and re- 
freshed.

PAINTER HAS BAD FALL 


William Black Drops From Scaf- 


folding1 Fortj' Feet--Eis 


Companion Escapes. 


William Black, of S16 Sixth street, a 


painter employed by W. S. Buffham. &, 
Sons, narrowly escaped being killed this 
morning, by falling from a scaffold forty 
feet high, at the Merchant's hotel, and 
D. F. Bidwell. another 
painter, 
only 


saved himself from falling by grasping 
a rope and being assisted through a 
window of the hotel by girls of the 
house. 


The two men were engaged painting 


the walls of the court in the rear of the 
hotel. 
They stood upon a scaffold on 


the north wall, forty feet up. Without 
warning a rope, on the cast end of the 
scaffold broke, arid 
Mr . Black 
was 


thrown to the ground below, or rather 
sidewalk. Mr. Bidwell saw the danger 
and grasped the rope, swung to a win- 
dow nnd was pulled in by girls. 


Mr. Black struck square on his back 


and lay there writhing. Several rushed 
to his assistance and Dr. Taylor, of Col- 
lege avenue, was summoned. lie made 
an examination nnd found 
no 
bones 


broken. The police ambulance was call- 
ed and the injured man was removed to 
his home. He was able to help himself 
on the stretcher. Unless there arc ser- 
ious internal injuries he will be able to 
get out in a few days. Mr. Blnck is a 
married man. 
His escape from being 


killed was little less than miraculous. 


NO TRACE OF HINTZ FOUND 


Police rail to Discover Whereabouts of 


Mrs, Poskc'a Allowed Murderer. 


Although a thorough search 'has been 


prosecuted in Milwaukee, Chicago, and 
other neighboring cities, no trace has 
been secured by the police department 
of Charles Hintz, who, it is believed, 
knows something about the murder of 
Mrs. Henry Peske, which took place at 
Halo's Corners on Aug. 1. Plain clothes 
men have been stationed at his home ou 
Fourteenth avenue and Scott street and 
at the home of his fiancee, Anna Hoik, 
on Barrel! street, but apparently he has 
made no attempt to return to either of 
these houses. The theory that he has 
killed himself is scouted by the police. 


500,000 NEGROESTO MOVE

Henry Duckerey of Cambridge, Mass., 
500,000 negroes' will have emigrated from

N. Y. The wbrk of arranging for the 
migration has been carriedxon secretly 
by the northeastern and western immi- 
gration society, of which.

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MURDERED WHILE 


TROOPS LOOKED 


Mobs Pursued Bloody Work at 


Kishineff on Fatal Tuesday 


Without Interference. 


BBITISH CONSUL'S 


EEPOET ON MASSACRE 


Stories of Mutilation and Deliberate 


Torture Could Not lie Verified— 


Sew Governor Proving- an 


Efficient Administrator. 


LONDON, Aug. 12.—A dispatch from 


the British consul at Odessa forwarding 
the report made by the British vice con- 
sul at Odessa, V. Bosanquct, who was 
sent specially to Kiahineft' 
to 
obtain 


the facts regarding the recent anti-Jew- 
ish riots there is published today. 


Mr. Bosanquet's report, dated July 28, 


generally agreesi with the stories o£ the 
occurrences cabled to 
the 
Associated 


Press. It says: 


"The area of the disturbances com- 


prised tyro-thirds oi the town of Kishin- 
cff. The murders all occurred on Mon- 
day, the second day of the disturbances. 
They were perpetrated by bands of riot- 
ers in different parts of the town. Many 
believe they were the work of organized 
companies, which fact argues in favor of 
a prearranged conspiracy to exterminate 
the Jews. If this belief is not accepted, 
the riots must be attributed to the ar- 
ticles in the Bessarabetz, the ar.ti-semc- 
tie organ in Kishineff, to the unfounded 
report of the Jewish murder of a Chris- 
tian priest, to the wine drunk early on 
Monday and to the belief which seems 
to have grown, with the continued inac- 
tion of the authorities that the latter 
wished the Jews to be massacred or had 
even ordered them killed. Apparently, 
* feeling existed among the lower class' 
es that the Jews ought not to be in a 
majority in Kishineff." 


SOLDIERS PASSIVE. 


"Tlie local authorities took no effec- 


tive step to stop the riots. The soldiers 
were passive if not sympathetic specta- 
tors. The police contented themselves 
with the arrest of minor criminals until 
4 o'clock in the afternoon, when the 
governor, who had remained at home 
telephoning 
orders which were 
disre- 


garded, at length ventured to- sign the 
necessary order for the troops to bo em- 
ployed. The only case I heard of in 
which the latter used their weapons was 
when they bayoneted a Christian boy. 


This boy was the only Christian kill- 


ed during the disturbance. If resolute 
action hacl been taken by the authori- 
ties, I believe the riots would have been 
checked at an early stage." 


Mr. Bosanquct places the Jewish vic- 


tims at forty-one killed and ,'103 wound- 
ed, while among the Christians, one was 
killed and sixty-eight wounded.

As it will tie interesting for Racine 


people to know of the fruits and vege- 
tables now in the market, their pricea 
iuul the prospects, the Journal has pro- 
cured a Jist from the leading dealers ol 
the city which may he relied upon. 


Of watermelons this year there are a 


;reat plenty and they are better than 
usual, ranging in price from 20 to 25 
cents each. A good sized, lucious mel- 
on, however, can be secured for the first 
mentioned price. It is as yet a little 
early for muskmelons, but they are fair 
in quality and command a higher price 
tliau usual. Warmer iventker than the 
present is needed to bring on a good 
crop and lower the present price, which 
is from 00 to 65 cents per basket. 


Sweet corn is good at this time of the 


year and sells for from 12'/2 to 15 cents 
per dozen. 


APPLES SCARCE. 


Apples this year are scarce and high, 
in^ii!^' from 35 to 50 cents a peck, 


while for pears it is yet a little early, 
except the California variety. They are 
not very abundant, however, and sell for 
25 cents per dozen. They are handled 
by a combination which controls 
the 


prico, raising and lowering it at will. 
The snme may be said of peaches. Most 
of them in the market now come from 
California and are clingstones, so they 
are not worth a great deal. They com- 
mand from 20 to 25 cents per basket. 
The Michigan crop this year is short and 
there will not be more than one-third ol 
the ordinary amount. The plumbs now 
in the market come from California also, 
and sell for from 50 to 00 cents a basket. 


The berry season is practically over 


and now there are but a few blue and 
black ones on sale, bringing from 12% 
to 15 ccitts per box. 


THE SUMMER VEGETABLES. 


The season for lettuce and radishes is 


about over, although the hot house pro- 
ducts can be had at almost a.ny time of 
the year. The sweet potato has just ar- 
rived, coming from Virginia und sells 
for 0 cents a pound. Celery is coming 
in nicely and can be bought for from 30 
to 40 cents per dozen. For summer 
squash it is'yet early, but they are sell- 
ing for about 5 cents each. There are 
plenty of onions which retail for $1.25 
per bushel. Beets and carrots arc plen- 
tiful and sell for about 3 cents a bunch. 


Eggs at the present time are selling 


for 17 cents a dozen', and good butter 
sells for 22 cents per pound. 


Although oranges are practically out 


of the market, they can, of course, be 
had at all times of the year and are now 
selling for from 40 to 50 cents a dozen. 
Lemons are plentiful and soil for from 
25 to 30 cents a dozen. Although the 
summer has thus far been too cold for 
local tomatocSj the 
imported ones in 


baskets containing about five pounds, 
scl! for 15 or 20 cents.

ADVANTAGE OF 


NATURAL PARKS? 


Beautiful Locations About Racine Which Will Afford 


Excellent Places—Ten Years Frotn Today One 


Especially Will be Situated in Heart 


of Municipality. 


Storm Bursts Upon Island With 


Full Force Inflicting In- 


calculable Damage. 


Ten years from 'today the most beau- ! 


tiful part of Racine will be in the very 
center of the city. Tor ten years past, 
and more, the city' has been growing 
out and around a natural park, keeping 
always oo the upland, encircling a green 
river flat bordered by 
wooded- slopes. 


When yon ride out on the Washington 
avemie- car to Mound cemetery as many 
of us do on Sunday, you take notice that 
the city is growing wonderfully fast in 
that direction. And when you arrive in 
the beautiful city of the dead, you see 
that the houses have reached out from 
the other side too. 
Looking eastward 


from the eastern edge of the cemetery 
grounds you sec no houses. 
On either 


side are the trolley lines, with their buz- 
zing ears. But before you, at your feet 
lies the river, glistening in the afternoon 
sunshine, even, though the water is not 
as pure as \ve wish 
i'fc were, 
flowing 


through as green meadows ns one will 
see the world over. It makes a wonder- 
ful bend, according to the law of rivers 
flowing on grade, cutting the foot of the 
bluff on one side and filling up on the 
other. 
Around 'the broad flood plain 


rise the slopes, still much covered with 
the natural forest. 
When our grand- 


fathers came here, back in the 30's and 
40's, the whole city site was shndowed 
by such Jeafy 'wooda. Lie down on your 
side, just at the western upper edge of 
the rim of our park, and look side-wise 
across it. The white line of the railway 
cmbankmon't divides into equal parts as 
fair a nature-picture as you will see in 
a day's journey. Above ore the steeples 
and towers of the city 
framed 
in by 


the blue sky. 
Gothic gables with their 


white chimneys, curtained here and there 
by foliage, form a lower skyline. Back 
of it all lies the blue lake 
which 
we 


might see wore we but a little higher. 
Below the white top of the embankment, 
over which a yellow train is now speed- 
ing is our pastoral scene. 


Cows are pastured in the very center 


of our city. Boys go swimming there, in 
the Devil's Hole and other holes that 
any 
healthy youngster of of 14 can 


name. The beech trees, which later shed 
three-cornered nuts, hide from view the 
regular built cottages on Herrick's flats. 
On the upper edge, will run some day a 
macadamized 
drive,_ arched 
over 
by 


Gothic elm branches. Net elsewhere in 
southeastern Wisconsin is a more pleas- 
ant nook,—ten years from now 'to be the 
mos>E beautiful park of all our lake cities. 


THE BEACH NORTHWARD. ' 


Did you over walk on the beach north- 


ward, just at the waters edge, where the 
sand is packed hard by 'the lake waves? 
Your heels will crunch in and sometimes 
you have to hurry or else get your feet 


wet. 
The white sand stretches in 
a 


great are from the pier to the point. 
You cannot walk all the way for at some 
places -the waves wash the foot of the 
cliff. If the wind is off shore the water 
may be low enough so you can skip from 
boulder to boulder at sueh places. Be- 
ware of the clay-for it is wet and sticky! 
But it will pay you to continue to the 
point and there you can look backward 
along the sandy arc and steep lake bank. 
Some day it will be a park—green from 
the top'down to the sand. 


THE SOUTH SIDE SHORES. 


No breakwaters mar the north side 


shore because it is a boy and needs no 
protection. Lakes never cut into bays. 
They fill them up. 
But on the south 


side there is no tmy and the lake has 
always, in the history of the city, cut 
into the cliff and sapped it. 
So a mile 


or more of piling holds bagk the waves. 
There is lots of fun in walking along it 
and. listening to the wa'ter splash up 
against the .stone braced piles. But there 
is little beauty anywhere along the whole 
stretch. ITrora the boat, a mile or two 
in 'the lake, the cliff looks green. 
It is 


green—but not with tiirf. Coarse gras- 
ses and-weeds: give .it its green. 
Some 


day, ten years from now, perhaps twen- 
ty years, the whole lake front will be a 
park. Some day, in fact Racine will be 
as beautiful a city as there is in Wiscon- 
sin. 


TWENTY YEARS AGO. 


When you -walked up and down the 


streets of Racine, 15 or 20 yenrg ago, 
you looked into every front yard over a 
picket or board fence. 
Now the front 


fences have almost alt disappeared. That 
is one of the compensating results of our 
system of grading, otherwise a most vi- 
cious and beauty destroying operation. 
But now 'that the front fences are gone, 
isn't the opcji prospect most pleasing? 
The side line fences still project out to 
the walks. Some day they will go too,— 
and everybody, who loves beautiful cities 
will be glad. .Formerly people lived in 
castles and shu-t themselves in with walls 
and- moats. But now-a-days we are ope- 
ing up .our hearts and property so that 
the sunshine nnd the fresh nir can come 
in with their health and happiness. Now- 
a-days people are tearing 
down 
their 


back fences and old barns and sheds. 
Hero in Racine, we are. a bit conserva- 
tive and think we need fences nnd sheds 
but the spirit .which is beautifying other 
cities is catching and it will strike Ra- 
cine with a'Tush some day. 
And after 


its renovating forces have been felt, our 
sleepy property owners will be surprised 
to find that values have gone up and not 
down, for people like to live where every- 
thing is beautiful.

'The sale of a wagon-load of cherries 


for more money than a wagon-load of 
fruit ever before brought in Portland 
attracted notice in the commission'di- 
strict yesterday. 


. Tho cherries were from the Webb 
farm, in the eastern part of the country. 
The proprietor, A. .if. Webb, drove up 
in a spring wagon containing 40 boxes 
of 50 pounds each of Lambert Cherries, 
protected from the rain by a eanvas 
cover,.'while Mr. Webb wore a rubber 
coat. 
As his cherries have been the 


finest seen here this season; and have 
been retailing of late at 15 cents per 
pound, and this was his last load, there 
was a crowd around eager to buy them 
and willing to pay a good price. Fi- 
nally an offer of 10 cents a pound for 
the load was made by Mark Levy and 
accepted, and Mr. Webb received ?200 
for his load. 


The buyers around said he has a mint 


on his farm, as no load of fruit ever 
brought to" Portland sold for so much. 
Apples used to bring $1 a piece in early 
duys; said one. 
"Yes," said another; 


"but there was not a wagon-load of 
them in the whole State of Oregon 
then." 


Mr. Webb, when asked how large an 


orchard of such cherries he had, said he 
had a ten-acre patch, on which there are 
•1200 trees. They ore only five years 
old, and this is his .first crop, but he 
expects before long to receive $5000 
year from this orchard. 


When lie retired from business and 


purchased a farm a few years ngo, he 
was lucky iu getting a very fine ono. 
and also lucky in selecting the Lambert 
cherry for his orchard. 
The cherries 


.are a little later tiian .most, but very 
large and of excellent quality, and he 


' aays those who have tried them for can- 


ning and them excellent. It is doubt- 
ful, however, if many will care to can 
many at 15 cents, or even 10 cents, per
